RANCIER BLAISE EHLINGER - Interview with on 
March 30, 1967, 2:35 PM 


On this date, RANCIER BLAISE EHLINGER, white male, date of birth 
August 8, 1938, residing at 103 Homestead Avenue, Metairie, 
Louisiana, phone number 835-0959, was interviewed by JAMES ALCOCK 
and WILLIAM GURVICH in the office of the District Attorney. 

EHLINGER Stated that he had been interviewed by JIM GARRISON 
about four or five weeks ago relative to an incident in Houma, 
Louisiana, relative to the burglary of explosives in that area. 
ALCOCK and I interviewed EHLINGER again about this and other 
matters . 

He stated that he has known GORDON NOVEL for approximately twelve 
years and attended high school with him in Metairie, Louisiana. 
EHLINGER Stated that between March and September 1961, he, GORDON 
NOVEL, DAVID FERRIE, SERGIO ARCACHA-SMITH , MRS. GORDON (MARLENE) 
NOVEL traveled to Hovuna, Louisiana, in NOVEL'S 1956 Lincoln auto- 
mobile for the purpose of carrying out a prearranged plot to 
burglarize bunkers on the Houma Airport for the purpose of ob- 
taining explosives and munitions. Two others who were members 
of this plot followed them in a van truck and participated in 
the burglary. One of the occupants of the truck was LAYTON 
MARTENS, the other subject is unidentified. 

According to EHLINGER it was GORDON NOVEL who originated this 
plot. NOVEL and EHLINGER had been on this airport before for 
the purpose of attending drag strip races, it was at that time 
that NOVEL noticed the bunkers and returned to New Orleans and 
discussed this with SERGIO ARCACHA-SMITH and DAVID FERRIE. These 
discussions took place at FERRIE *s residence in Metairie and 
ARCACHA's residence in the Gentilly section of New Orleans. 
EHLINGER Stated that he and NOVEL had operated a drag strip in 
HAMMCND, Louisiana. 

EHLINGER Stated that he did not know who owned the truck, which 
appeared to be old and of a dark color. The only tool used to 
force entry into the bunker was described by EHLINGER as a bolt 
cutter, which to his knowledge was in the truck. EHLINGer does 
not know for sure who actually entered the bunker but states 
that all persons mentioned by him were present and participated 
in one way or another. The unidentified subject in the truck 
wore a marine-type fatigue uniform, spoke of guerrilla training, 
had dark, curly hair and was over six feet in height. Taken in 
this burglary by these Individuals, according to EHLINGER, were 
artillery simulators, 30 cal. machine gun tracer bullets, signal 
foares (chute-type) and other unidentified explosives. The 
entire burglary took approximately fifteen minutes and all per- 
sons involved returned in the vehicles to New Orleans, arriving 
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there about midnight. They had departed New Orleans at approxi- 
mately 7:00 P.M. for Houma. The explosives were taken directly 
to the residence of DAVID PERRIE on Atherton Drive in Metairie 
and stored in his garage. LAYTEN MARTENS and DAVID FERRIE and 
possibly one or two others unloaded these stolen explosives 
from the van truck and carried them to the storage place. Shortly 
after this, EHLINGER recalls, GORDON NOVEL, MRS. GORDON NOVEL 
and EHLINGER went to the I 7th Street Canal in the Metairie area 
and exploded an artillery simulator under water, which, accord- 
ing to EHLINGER, created a ten-foot fire ball, and the explosion 
shook the levy on which they were standing and caused the water 
to rise considerably. EHLINGER stated that NOVEL later told him 
that some of these explosives had ultimately reached Havanah, 

Cuba. NOVEL had also stated that he was to be paid money for 
this by SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH from proceeds that would be raised 
from a television telethon ostensibly in the interest of Cuban 
refugees. ARCACHA never paid NOVEL and EHLINGER received no 
reward either, although he did expect some money from NOVEL. 

EHLINGER Stated that he slept quite a bit on the return trip 
from Houma and does not know for certain how far back the truck 
was, nor if any explosives were thrown from this truck and Ignltec 
along the highway during the return trip. 

EHLINGER was Shown ten black and white photographs from which 
he selected one of CLAY SHAW, SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH, LAYTEN 
MARTENS and DAVID FERRIE. He said that he had never met CLAY 
SHAW but knew who he was and knew that he was a friend of GORDON 
NOVEL. He identified the photograph of SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH as 
being one of the persons on the Houma trip. The photograph of 
LAYTEN MARTENS was identified as another of the persons on this 
trip. He identified DAVID FERRIE as being on the trip and as 
the one who lived on Atherton Drive in Metairie where the ex- 
plosives were eventually stored. 

EHLINGER also stated that in 1965 GORDON NOVEL had met with CLAY 
SHAW to discuss concession rates in the trade mart. At that 
time, SHAW was general manager. NOVEL knew little of the food 
or restaurant business and consulted a friend of his, JOE 
RICCABONA, for advice. Legal papers for this enterprise involv- i 
ing SHAW, NOVEL, RICCABONA and one other unidentified person 
were drawn up by DEAN ANDREWS, 

I asked EHLINGER if he could recall an incident in June 1959 in 
which one REX MAGEE of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, accused them of 
stealing his Chevrolet Corvet valued at $5,000.00. This vehicle 
was, some parts missing, was recovered in a garage rented by 
GORDON NOVEL and used by both NOVEL and EHLINGER. At the time 
of recovery, NOVEL and EHLINGER were in the process of painting 
the motor. The transmission had also been removed from this 
vehicle. EHLINGER admits having painted the body of the Corvet 
from which both the motor and the transmission had been removed. 
EHLINGER added that the purpose of removing the motor and trans- 
mission was to sell them. They were mugged, fingerprinted and 
booked in Baton Rouge but were not held. Three other individ- 
uals Vincent BONNAMO, now deceased, DAVE DI VICENTI, and JULIUS 
MARTIN, were later arrested and charged with the actual auto 
theft. According to EHLINGER, DI VICENTI was sent to the State 
penitentiary following his conviction for this crime. Although 
official records of the Baton Rouge Police Department and the 
Louisiana State Police show that NOVEL and EHLINGER admitted 
knowing that this vehicle was stolen at the time they took it 
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into their custody, and having admitted they intended to sell 
the motor and transmission, neither were prosecuted. 

On March 3, 1967, Superintendent M.F. MELANCON of the Houma 
police Department personally delivered to the undersigned their 
complaint report #27460, dated August 22, 1961, relative to the 
burglary of the bunkers on the Houma Airport. 

EHLINGER came into this office voluntarily and stated that he 
would be willing to give testimony in this matter.

RE: INTERVIEW - AL CROUCH, NEW ORLEANS AIRPORT, 

SATURN AIRWAYS 


Officer Navarre received an assignment on March 27, 
1967 at 11:30 A.M., relative to interviewing one AL CROUCH 
relative to DAVE FERRIE and LEE HARVEY OSWALD residing together. 

On March 27, 1967, at 1:15 P.M,, Officer Navarre 
met with Mr. AL CROUCH, Director of Saturn Airways, New Orleans 
Airport, in his office. Mr. CROUCH stated that he first met 
DAVE FERRIE in 1965 when Mr. FERRIE was employed by Corn-Air. 

Mr. CROUCH stated he did not know of LEE HARVEY OSWALD until 
after the assassination and then he could not remember ever 
meeting him. In reference to' FERRIE and OSWALD living together, 
this is a rumor that he heard and doesn't remember where he heard 
it. This rumor also carried the tale that FERRIE and OSWALD were 
seen together at the airport, 

Mr. CROUCH stated that DAVE FERRIE was employed by 
him as a flight instructor between September 13, 1966 and Novem- 
ber 20, 1966, at which time Mr. FERRIE was fired. Mr. CROUCH 
related that he has a dislike for Mr. FERRIE because when he was 
fi.red, 16 students followed Mr. FERRIE, and this causedMr. CROUCH 
to return all the instruction monies. 

^ Mr. CROUCH stated that GORDON NOVEL hired him to 

fly him (wn\/ET.) . arcmnd Mississippi and Alabama to observe various 

racetracks i n 1965. This flight included Mobile and Hattiesburg 
and approximately 3 racetracks. Also Mr, NOVEL received a 
preliminary flight instruction and he failed to qualify. _ Mr.

On this date, RANGIER BLAISE EHLINGER, white male, date of birth 
August 8, 1938, residing at 103 Homestead Avenue, Metairie, 
Louisiana, phone number 835-0959, was interviewed by JAMES ALCOCK 
and WILLIAM GURVICH in the office of the District Attorney. 

EHLINGER stated that he had been interviewed by JIM GARRISON 
about four or five weeks ago relative to an incident in Houma, 
Louisiana, relative to the burglary of explosives in that area. 
ALCOCK and I interviewed EHLINGER again about this and other 
• matters . 

He stated that he has known GORDON NOVEL for approximately twelve 
years and attended high school with him in Metairie, Louisiana. 
EHLINGER stated that between March and September 1961, he, GORDON 
NOVEL, DAVID FERRIE, SERGIO ARC ACHA- SMITH, MRS. GORDON (M7.RLENE) 
NOVEL traveled to Houma, Louisiana, in NOVEL'S 1956 Lincoln auto- 
mobile for the purpose of carrying out a prearranged plot to 
burglarize bunkers on the Houma Airport for the purpose of ob- 
taining explosives and munitions. Two others who were members 
of this plot followed them in a van truck and participated in 
the burglary. One of the occupants of the truck was LAYTCSJ 
MARTENS, the other subject is unidentified. 

According to EHLINGER it was GORDON NOVEL who originated this 
plot. NOVEL and EHLINGER had been on this airport before for 
the purpose of attending drag strip races, it was at that time 
that NOVEL noticed the bunkers and returned to New Orleans and 
discussed this with SERGIO ARCACHA-EMITH and DAVID FERRIE. These 
discussions took place at FERRIE 's residence in Metairie and 
ARCACHA’s residence in the Gentilly section of New Orleans. 
EHLINGER stated that he and NOVEL had operated, a drag strip in 
HAMMOND, Louisiana. 

EHLINGER stated that he did not know who owned the truck, which 
appeared to be old and of a dark color. The only tool used to 
force entry into the bunker was described by EHLINGER as a bolt 
cutter, which to his knowledge was in the truck. EHLINGer does 
not know for sure who actually entered the bunker but states 
that all persons mentioned by him were present and participated 
in one way or another. The unidentified subject in the truck 
wore a marine-type fatigue uniform, spoke of guerrilla training, 
had dark, curly hair and was over six feet in height. Taken in 
this burglary by these individuals, according to EHLINGER, were 
artillery simulators, 30 cal. machine gun tracer bullets, signal 
foares (chute-type) and other unidentified explosives. The 
entire burglary took approximately fifteen minutes and all per- 
sons involved returned in the vehicles to New Orleans, arriving 





there about midnight. They had departed New Orleans at approxi- 
mately 7:00 P.M. for Houma. The explosives were taken directly 
to the residence of DAVID FERRIE on Atherton Drive in Metairie 
and stored in his garage. LAYTEN MARTENS and DAVID FERRIE and 
possibly one or two others unloaded these stolen,, explosives 
from the van truck and carried them to the storage place. Shortly 
after this, EKLINGER recalls, GORDON NOVEL, MRS. GORDON NOVEL 
and EHLINGER went to the 17th Street Canal in the Metairie area 
and exploded an artillery simulator under water, which, accord- 
ing to EHLINGER, created a ten-foot fire ball, and the explosion 
shook the levy on which they were standing and caused the water 
to rise considerably. EHLINGER stated that NOVEL later told him 
that some of these explosives had ultimately reached Havanah, 

Cuba. NOVEL had also stated that he was to be paid money for 
this by SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH from proceeds that would be raised 
from a television telethon ostensibly in the interest of Cuban 
refugees. ARCACHA never paid NOVEL and EHLINGER received no 
reward either, although he did expect some money from NOVEL. 

EHLINGER stated that he slept quite a bit on the return trip 
from Houma and docs not know for certain how far back the truck 
was, nor if any explosives were thrown from this truck and ignited, 
along the highway during the return trip. 

EHLINGER was shown ten black and white photographs from which 
he selected one of CLAY SHAW, SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH, LAYTEN 
MARTENS and DAVID FERRIE. He said that he had never met CLAY 
SHAW but knew v/ho he was and knew that he was a friend of GORDON 
NOVEL. He identified the photograph of SERGIO ARCACHA SMITH as 
being one of the persons on the Houma trip. The photograph of 
LAYTEN MARTENS was identified as another of the persons on this 
trip. He identified DAVID FERRIE as being on the trip and as 
the one Who lived on Atherton Drive in Metairie Where the ex- 
plosives were eventually stored. 

EHLINGER also stated that in 1965 GORDON NOVEL had met with CLAY 
SHAW to discuss concession rates in the trade mart. At that 
time, SHAW was general manager. NOVEL knew little of the food 
or restaurant business and consulted a friend of his, JOE 
RICCABONA, for advice. Legal papers for this enterprise involv- 
ing SHAW, NOVEL, RICCABONA and one other unidentified person 
were drawn up by DEAN ANDREVJS. 

I asked EHLINGER if he could recall an incident in June 1959 in 
Which one REX MAGEE of Baton Rouge, Louisiana, -.accused them of 
stealing his Chevrolet Corvet valued at $5,000.00. This vehicle 
was, some parts missing, was recovered in a garage rented by 
GORDON NOVEL and used by both NOVEL and EHLINGER. At the time 
of recovery, NOVEL and EHLINGER were in the process of painting 
the motor. The transmission had also been removed from this 
vehicle. EHLINGER admits having painted the body of the Corvet 
from which both the motor and the transmission had been removed. 
EHLINGER added that the purpose of removing the motor and trans- 
mission was to sell them. They were mugged, fingerprinted and 
booked in Baton Rouge but were not held. Three other individ- 
uals Vincent BOSTNAMO, now deceased, DAVE DI VICENTI, and JULIUS 
MARTIN, were later arrested and charged with the actual auto 
theft. According to EHLINGER, DI VICENTI was sent to the State 
penitentiary following his conviction for this crime. Although 
official records of the Baton Rouge Police Department cind the 
Louisiana State police show that NOVEL and EHLINGER admitted 
kno^-/lng that this vehicle was stolen at the time they took it , 
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into their custody, and having admitted they intended to sell 
the motor and transmission, neither were prosecuted. 

On March 3, 1967, Superintendent M.F. MELANCON of the Houma 
police Department personally delivered to signed their 

complaint report #27460, dated August 22, 1961, relative to the 
burglary of the bunkers on the Houma Airport. 

EHIiINGER came into this office voluntarily and stated that he 
would be willing to give testimony in this matter.

On this date, RANCIER BLAISE EHLINGER, white male, date of birth 
August 8, 1938, residing at 103 Homestead Avenue, Metairie, 
Louisiana, phone number 835-0959, was interviewed by JAMES ALCOCK 
and WILLIAM GURVICH in the office of the District Attorney. 

EHLINGER stated that he had been interviewed by JiM GARRISON 
about four or five weeks ago relative to an incident in Houma, 
Louisiana, relative to the burglary of explosives in that area. 
ALCOCK and I interviewed EHLINGER again about this and other 
' matters . 

He stated that he has known GORDON NOVEL for approximately twelve 
years and attended high school with him in Metairie, Louisiana. 
EHLINGER stated that between March and September 1961, he, GORDON 
NOVEL, DAVID FERRIE, SERGIO ARC ACHA- SMITH, MRS. GORDON (MARI^INE) 
NOVEL traveled to Houma, Louisiana, in NOVEL'S 1956 Lincoln auto- 
mobile for the purpose of carrying out a prearranged plot to 
burglarize bunkers on the Houma Airport for the purpose of ob- 
taining explosives and munitions. T%^o others who were memtoors 
of this plot followed them in a van truck and participated in 
the burglary. One of the occupants of the truck was LAYTON 
MARTENS, the other subject is unidentified. 

According to EHLINGER it was GORDON NOVEL who originated this 
plot. NOVEL and EHLINGER had been on this airport before for 
the purpose of attending drag strip races. It was at that time 
that NOVEL noticed the bunkers and returned to New Orleans and 
discussed this with SERGIO ARCACHA-SMITH and DAVID FERRIE. These 
discussions took place at FERRIE 's residence in Metairie and 
ARCACHA’s residence in the Gentilly section of New Orleans.
